Ed McManus and other coun- 
cilmembers denied they were ever 
imformed that that was the case. 
McManus also denied that the ci- 
ty had received the letter. He said 
as of Friday night, the city had 
not yet received the letter. 

Councilmembers held a lengthy 
closed meeting before Monday 
night’s council meeting and again 
went into a closed session after 
the public meeting was adjourn- 
ed. McManus denied the meetings 
had anything to do with police 
contract talks. 


Patton said the union had not 
expected the city to take such 
hard-line positions throughout 
the contract negotiations. He 
charged the city with refusing to 
make major concessions, while 
the union agreed to caps on cer- 
tain benefits, he said. He refused 
to specify which benefits he was 
referring to. 


“The city’s proposal was so 
low as to be considered ridiculous 
and insulting,’’ Patton said. ‘‘All 
it would take (to reach a contract 
agreement) is for the city to make 
a reasonable offer.’’ City coun- 
cilmembers have made similar 
statements with respect to union 
requests. 


Although Patton refused to be 


specific, he said the union was © 


hoping to bring police salaries up 
to the county average. A survey 
showed Albany police salaries 
behind the average of nearby 
cities by 12 percent. Patton said 
the most recent union request 
would not bring Albany police of- 
ficers’ salaries to that level. 


Salaries and worker’s compen- 
sation, Patton said, remain the 
major stickling points. He said a 
city proposal to reduce workers 
compensation benefits was over- 
whelmingly rejected by union 
members. 


Albany police, who cannot 
legally strike, have now been 
without a contract for almost two 
months.

Mayor Howe 
Will Resign

EL CERRITO -- Mayor Anna 
Howe announced her intention to 
resign from office, acknowledg- 
ing that treatment she is undergo- 
ing for cancer limits her ability to 
serve in office. The absence of a 
tie-breaking vote has impeded the 
city council’s ability to function 
effectively. 

Howe, 38, is being treated with 
an aggresive program of 
chemotherapy for a tumor in her 
chest. She is diagnosed as suffer- 
ing from lymphoma. 

Diagnostic exams showed the 
treatment has been successful, 
with no active cancer cells 
detected. 

Howe will continue with the 
treatment until December, and 
then begin a more moderate pro- 
gram expected to continue for 
another one and a half years. 

Howe has applied for disability 
retirement from the city. Once a 
tuling is made by the Joint 
Powers Authority as to her status, 
she plans to officially resign. The 
city currently supplies her with 
her only source of medical 
insurance. 

Howe made the decision to 
resign when she last attended a ci- 
ty council meeting and found the 
members deadlocked in a 2-2 vote 
on an aspect of the Schurgin pro- 
ject. “‘I saw then that they really 
needed a fifth member,’’ she said. 

Councilman Bob Bacon has 
missed Howe’s contribution to 
the council. ‘‘On several occa- 
sions we have had 2-2 votes,’’ he 
said, ‘‘Nothing that has crippled 
the city, but it would have been 
beneficial to have not just the ad- 
ditional voting member, but also

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Beating Was 
Race Related, | 
Says NAACP

EL CERRITO -- The homeless 
man who was beaten and kidnap- © 
ped in the early morning hours of 
Aug. 3 has expressed shock along _ 
with family and friends, that an 
officer said to have stood by dur- 
ing the beating is not being charg- 
ed with a crime. 

Adding to the criticism of the 
case’s investigation is a local 
NAACP chapter, whose president 
called the beating racially 
motivated Monday. 

Officer Scott Schasker, 22, was 
charged Aug. 9 with the felonies 
of kidnapping, beating without 
lawful necessity, false imprison- 
ment and a misdemeanor of false 
arrest. The charges followed a 
report by Leroy Grigsby, 41, that 
he was handcuffed, transported 
against his will, beaten in the head 
with a metal flashlight and forced 
to walk into San Francisco Bay by 
an El Cerrito officer. 

Another officer was present but 
did nothing as Grigsby was forced 
into the water at Pt. Isabel, the 
victim claimed. 

Grigsby, an unemployed man 
who frequents San Pablo Avenue, 
is black and both officers in- 
vestigated in the case are white. 

While neither the department’s 
nor the district attorney’s in- 
vestigations have been racist, said 
Howard, the violence against 
Grigsby was. 

“T do feel that the initial attack 
by an officer stemmed from a 
racial matter,’’ said Howard, who 
would not be more specific. 

El Cerrito Police Chief Dan 
Givens insists race was not a fac- 
tor in the incident. 

Howard and Givens met short- 
ly after the charges against 
Schasker were filed by the district 
attorney. 

Howard said Givens urged him 
to have confidence in the depart- 
ment’s handling of the matter, 
pointing out that outside agencies 
were called in virtually as soon as 
the department received the 
report.

Be wary 


There is a criminal scheme cir- 
culating which involves the use of 
altered postal and non-postal 
orders. The perpetrators are 
already in prison because they are 
prison inmates. The victims are 
people who start up pen-pal rela- 
tionships with these inmates. 

The scheme involves outside 
conspirators of the prisoners who 
purchase money order for low 
amounts, usually for $1 to $5. 
The money orders are then smug- 
gles into the inmates who alter 
their value to as much as $700. 

Inmates then initiate cor- 
respondence with people who 
place or answer pen-pal and other 
personal ads in homosexual, 
religious and other publications 
which encourage correspondence 
with prisoners. 

The inmates write hundreds of 
letters, usually saying they are 
financially secure and only serv- 
ing time for minor crimes. They 
also ask for telephone numbers. 

After establishing trust with 


Tear gas 
training 


ALBANY -- The El Cerrito- 
based Tear Gas Training Group 
will conduct a cource at the 
Albany Police Department on 
Aug. 27 from 9 to 11 a.m. Com- 
pletion of the two-hour Califor- 
nia of Justice training course is re- 
quired to secure a state license to 
carry tear gas (Mace). 

Enrollments may be made call- 
ing 524-5065. The fee of $17 in- 
cludes the state license which will 
be issued at the end of the course. 


Because of its psychological 
and physiological effects on an at- 
tacker, tear gas is effective, say 
police officials, without causing 
serious harm. 

Under state regulations the 
following persons cannot carry 
tear gas: 

@ Persons who have been con- 
victed of a felony, any crime in- 
volving assault or of the misuse of 
tear gas. 


@ Persons who are addicted to 
the use of narcotics. 

®@ Persons under 16. Those aged 
16 and 17 must secure state con- 
sent forms signed by a parent or 
guardian. 

In addition to tear gas instruc- 
tion the course covers topics rele- 
vant to personal and property 
protection. Only specially trained 
and licensed police officers can 
teach the tear gas course and issue 
the state license. 

The course is available to 
groups of citizens at times and 
places selected by the groups. For 
more information call 524-5065.

to secure an early release. 

To lend credence to their 
scheme conspirators of the in- 
mates may also call the victims 
representing themselves as the 
prisoner’s case or social worker or 
his lawyer. If the victims agree, 
the inmates send them one or 
more money orders to cash with 
insturctions to mail the money to 
a party outside the prison who 
will allegedly take it to the 
inmate. 

In many cases the victims are 
told to keep a small portion of the 
money for themselves as payment 
for helping the inmates. They, of 
course, do not realize that the 
money order has been altered. 
Eventually the money orders are 
charged back to the victim’s bank 
accounts and they are required to 
make good the loss. Victims have

Misleading appeals to social 
security beneficiaries and the 
general public which exploit 
their fears and lack of 
knowledge of social security 
continue to be a major 
concern. 


Typically the solicitations 
offer to provide a service, such 
as a social security number or 
an earnings statement, for a 
fee. For example, they may of- 
fer to change a person’s name 
in the social security records. 
These are services which are 
provided free of charge at 
social security offices. 

The mail information often 
includes an appeal for funds to 
fight the ‘“‘threat’’ to social 
security or to ‘‘save’’ social 
security and medicare. 
Characteristically the informa- 
tion is contained in envelopes 
which appear to be official 
government mail or from the 
Social Security Administration 
itself. 

SSA has been able to get 
some organizations to volun- 
tarily correct their adver- 
tisements and_ solicitations. 
Particularly objectionable ap- 
peals are referred to the 
Federal Trade Commission as 
fraudulent advertisement or to 
the U.S. Postal Service for 
misuse of the mails.

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Bogus Social Security 
offers help no one

The money order scams began 
more than 13 years ago at the 
state penitentiary in Parchman, 
Mississippi. The most recent 
Postal Inspection Service effort to 
curtail lasted ten months and 
resulted in the arrest and convic- 
tion of 36 people, 18 of whom 
were prison guards. Since 1974 
more than 8000 postal money 
orders have been altered to 
fraudulently collect over $6 
million. The scheme has since 
spread to state prisons in Los 
Angeles, Indianapolis and 
Michigan City, IN. 


People who are pen pals to 
prison inmates or know someone 
who is should beware, if their cor- 
respondent asks them to deposit 
or cash a money order, postal or 
otherwise, that the order may be 
altered, and if it is to contact the 
nearest Postal Inspector at once. 


To the extent that the 
materials reflect legitimate 
public debate over the social 
security program, the agency 
cannot take a position for or 
against it. However, SSA has 
launched a multi-million dollar 
ad campaign in conjunction 
with the advertising council to 
generate public understanding 
of social security and how it 
works. People are encouraged 
to ask for a free booklet by 
calling a toll free number, 
800-937-2000, or writing to 
Social Security, Pueblo, Col- 
orado 81009. 

The booklet, Social Security: 
How It Works For You, ex- 
plains social security protec- 
tion and financing and answers 
the most frequent questions 
about the program. It is hoped 
that a greater awareness of 
social security services and the 
growing financial health of the 
system will provide the public 
with greater protection against 
misleading appeals. 

People who receive ques- : 
tionable appeals in the mail are 
urged to seek the facts from 
any social security office 
before taking action. Our of- 
fices are located at 2101 Van 
Ness, San Pablo, and 325 Har- 
bour Way, Richmond.

at his office. 


That knowledge has provided 
him with a long list of goals for 
BART, many of which he admit- 
ted may already be too distant to 
achieve. ‘‘With better advance 
planning, they could have easily 
been put in,’’ said Abelson, ‘‘but 
that horse is now too long out of 
the gate.’’ 

For example, Abelson said he

tracks for putting troublesome 
cars out of the way during rush 
hour so they could be fixed when 
traffic lightened up. BART cars 
were also missing overhead han- 
drails in the aisles, leaving anyone 
without a seat to pitch and roll or 
do his best by holding onto a 
seatback, 

“‘What’s more,’’ said Abelson, 
“‘the new cars were designed with 
more emphasis on looking good 
than on working efficiently with 
pointed noses that allowed them 
to couple on only one end. 

The solutions to these problems 
lie in better use of existing 
technology, not in new hocus 
pocus, according to Abelson. The 
fine point of technology should 
be left to BART staff, but the 
board should provide better 
guidance, said Abelson. 

A longtime train addict, 
Abelson’s work space is  sur- 
rounded with their image. They 
cover the desk in his Richmond 
law practice and pictures of them 
cover his walls, along with 1880’s- 
era posters describing still more. 
He has been hooked on them for 
as long as he can remember and 
he recalls the days when their 
tracks ran down Los Angeles 
streets for streetcars with 
overhead electrical wiring, clatter- 
ing through his youth. 

Faster, cleaner and quieter 
trains still captivate him, to ex- 
tremes, some might say. Take, for 
instance, his trip to Japan, where 
he traveled on his own money and 
time, with no real purpose beyond 
studying their bullet train and 
commuter train switching 
systems. Even his wife only com- 
prehended the reason for his trip 
fully when Abelson returned from 
abroad with armloads of 
timetables, diagrams and pam-

phlets on trains. 

With that kind of addiction, it 
may have been inevitable that he 
announced his candidacy for 
BART’s nine-member board. His 
journey to point, however, was 
not exactly an express one. 

Abelson, left the El Cerrito Ci- 
ty Council in April, where he was 
presiding in the absence of an ail- 
ing Mayor Anna Howe. During 
his eight years there, he made a 
name for himself as cool-headed 
and able, known for dissipating 
internal council battles with ~ 
humor. The last portion of his 
work there was no joy, said 
Abelson, because-of the reason 
for his sudden position: Howe’s 
bout with cancer. 

Abelson has taken to the role of 
maker of law and policy more 
than he did to any of his precious 
ones, however, leaving behind the 
careers of deputy district attorney 
for San Bernardino County, 
criminal lawyer and assistant city 
attorney for Oakland in favor of 
a private practice as a business at- 
torney and a part-time endeavor 
in local government.

Planning and muddling

The spirit and tradition of old- 
time railroading lives on in the 
heart of the newest BART board- 
member, former El Cerrito City 
Councilman Howard Abelson. 

In introducing Abelson at a re- 
cent lunch-time meeting of the El 
Cerrito Rotary Club, former El 
Cerrito Mayor Ken Berndt said of 
his friend, ‘“‘A lot of people 
thought that Howard wasn’t the 
smartest man in the world when 
he decided to get off the City 
Council and be appointed to the 
BART board, but I think as* 
things turned out he is a very 
smart man.’’ 

Abelson traded his guise as a 
BART boardmember for the 
engineer’s cap of his childhood 
and spoke of the sweat and toil 
that went into creating the 
modern-day urban railroad we 
call BART. 

His talk focussed on the history 
of BART, and he mentioned 
several El Cerrito residents who 
played a role in bringing the 
system, and two of its stations, to 
El Cerrito. Jim Doherty, a former 
manager of El Cerrito Lumber 
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and a member of the City Coun- 
cil, was an early member of the 
BART Board and was a ‘‘positive 
influence in shaping BART,”’ ac-' 
cording to Abelson. Another El 
Cerrito resident, Dwayne Boblitt, 
brought a taxpayer lawsuit that 
initially challenged the BART 
project. 

The idea of a train under the 
bay has been around for a long 
time. One of the more serious 
proposals was made in the 1940s. 
Around 1957 legislation was pass- 
ed to get the BART board going. 
BART actually got off the ground 
in 1962 when a bond election was 
passed by 60 percent of the voters 
in the BART counties: San Fran- 
cisco, Alameda and Contra 
Costa. Marin and San Mateo 
Counties chose not to participate 
at that time. Both those counties 
are now part of the BART 
District, and are now making 
plans to finance extensions into 
their areas. 


Abelson presented a series of 
slides showing El Cerrito as it ap- 
peared while BART was under 
construction. The first slide 
highlighted the differences bet-

It 
showed a Richfield gas station 
advertising fuel for 35 cents a 
gallon. ‘‘In those days we didn’t 
have nearly the traffic congestion 
we have now, and operating a car 
was dirt cheap,’’ said Abelson. 
“The auto was king, and I think it 
was a great step forward for this 
area to build BART. 

“Frankly, until BART came 
along nothing significant had 
taken place in this country, as far 
as rapid transit was concerned, 
since 1956 when they put in a new 
rapid transit system in Cleveland, 
which really wasn’t anything new. 
But Bart really broke the ice,’’ 
said Abelson. 

He explained that BART was 
not created just to move people 
around in the inner city, but to get 
people out of their cars and at- 
tract people from the suburbs 
with mass transit. 


While a student at Cal, Abelson 
began taking pictures of BART 
out in Concord where they had a 
test yard to try out new techni- 
ques for transmitting power. He 
showed a design for an electrified 
fence along the tracks that would 
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flak from BART board president 
John Glenn, who refused to make 
Abelson’s appointment in April 
unanimous, instead accusing him 
of teaming up with board- 
member Nello Bianco, who also 
lives in El Cerrito, against Glenn.

have served the same purpose as 
the more traditional third rail. 

He also showed a test track 
where no railroad ties were used. 
The track was bolted directly to 
the concrete roadbed, and that 
idea is now used throughout most 
of the system, an illustration of 
something BART initially did 
right, according to Abelson. 

One difference between BART 
and other rail lines is that BART 
uses a wider guage track. During 
construction of the system, a 
regular guage rail line was laid 
between the BART rails. Service 
vehicles were able to use these 
rails to get to areas where con- 
struction was still underway. 

“I’m not sure (the wider guage) 
was a real good decision because I 
think what’s happening now is the 
wider guage is a factor con- 
tributing to our high costs for get- 
ting new cars,’ said Abelson. 

He discussed the short- 
sightedness of BART’s creators 
who didn’t anticipate turnout 
lanes for trains in cases of 
breakdowns. They also didn’t in- 
clude.storerooms for spare parts

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Erni Young strolls into Albany hearts

ALBANY -- Kathy Lee was 
leaning out of her apartment win- 
dow in Oakland when she spied 
her neighbor flying a paper fish. 

The art director for the 1988 
Solano Stroll poster decided that 
a fish was just the thing for the 
poster, in keeping with the theme 
of flying objects which had been 
used for the past six years. The 
only problem was that Lee, head 
of Lee Graphics in Albany, could 
not draw it. 

Then she remembered Erni 
Young, who had once used 
Japanese koinobori (ceremonial) 
fish to illustrate a cook book. 
Young was Lee’s former teacher 
at UC Berkeley’s Environmental 
Design department and had been 
hermentor. ‘‘He taught me 
everything,’’ she said. 

Young’s assignment was to 
keep the design of a fish tethered 
to a bamboo pole within the con- 
fines of a circle and to incor- 
porate the suggestion of a 
eucalyptus tree as a symbol of 
Solano Avenue. Lee would do the 
graphics. 

The assignment was a piece of 
cake for the multi-talented 


Young, who is no lightweight in 
the field of design. ‘‘Although I 
have been trained in many 
disciplines,’ he said, “I am 
foremost a designer. I consider 
being a designer the major part of 
my life and my purpose is to com- 
municate design to the public.”’ 

Young attended California 
College of Arts and Crafts, then 
worked as free-lance designer do- 
ing graphics, illustrations, murals 
and interior architectural design. 
He also did a 13-year stint as the 
head of the Interiors Department 
for SMP, a prominent San Fran- 
cisco architectural firm and 
taught at Cal Poly School of Ar- 
chitecture in San Luis Obispo. He 
currently has his own design 
studio in Oakland. 

While teaching at the Califor- 
nia College of Arts and Crafts, 
Young developed a modern dance 
group consisting of artists who 
had never danced before “‘to 
teach art insofar as line, composi- 
tion and spatial aspects through 
movement. I used the vehicle of 
dance to strengthen the elements 
of art using color, design and 
lighting. They became dancers 
qualified well enough to perform

in public and it fell apart after 
five years when some of the 
dancers decided to become 
painters rather than movers.”

She could have purchased 
shoes, bra and stockings had she 
needed them because the store 
provides everything for the bride 
and her entourage of 
bridesmaids, flower girls and 
mother except the groom. 

Larsen was pleased with the 
good service she received. “They

took a lot of time with me,”’ she 
said. 

“They”? are owners Linda 
Nunes and Geri Rose. Nunes had 
worked in the store for the 
previous owner and prior to that 
she was a forklift operator. Rose 
was the manager at Lloyds Bank 
in Crockett for 30 years and had 
been planning to retire until 
sister-in-law Nunes captured her 
and brought her into the business. 

Wedding gowns range from 
$350 to $900 with most selections 
being $650. Discontinued styles 
start at $95. 

Nunes recommends that brides 
begin shopping six months in ad- 
vance because it takes eight weeks 
to order bridesmaids’ dresses plus 
time for alterations and 12 weeks 
plus alterations for a wedding 
gown. Bridal Affair has its own 
seamstress on the premises, 
Suzanna Miedzybrodski, whose 
employers said they didn’t know 
how they would ever get along 
without her. Besides doing stan- 
dard alterations such as shorten- 
ing hems, Miedzybrodzki has oc- 
casionally been called upon to 
add extra beading, remove sleeves 
and even added one bride’s 
heirloom lace to the neckline of 
her gown. 

Since Rose and Nunes bought 
the store in 1984, they have notic- 
ed an increase in the number o 
weddings since 1986 and a change 
in the average age of the brides. 
Four years ago the average bride 
was 18 to 22. Today she is from 
25 to 35.

Many marriages are the second 
time around and it is not uncom- 
mon to see women buying tradi- 
tional wedding gowns for these 
second marriages. ‘‘In many in- 
stances,’’ said Nunes, ‘‘the first 
marriages took place in Reno in 
Bermuda shorts and the women 
feel that they missed out on a 
‘real’ wedding, so they’re going to 
do it up for the second one.”’ 

There is also a trend toward 
more formal weddings, probably 
influenced by all the weddings on 
TV soap operas. 


Another change is the head 
gear. In 1985 hats were the thing. 
Now it is headpieces such as wax- 
ed flower headpieces which are 
handed down in Mexican 
families. 

In 20 percent of the wedding 
gowns purchased the women’s 
fiance will have a say in the selec- 
tion, particularly in Hispanic and 
Asian families where the man is 
paying for the dress. 

Nunes said that fathers viewing 
their little girls in wedding dress- 
ings always gets to them whether 
it is their first daughter or their 
tenth. When it’s the tenth they 
usually heave a sigh of relief, say- 
ing, ‘‘This is the last one.’” 

Weddings have taken place in 
some rather unusual venues. 
There was a couple who took a 
chair lift up to the top of a ski 
slope and skiied to the bottom in 
full formal wedding attire for the 
ceremony. The bride wore a hoop 
under her gown which kept it 


away from the skis so she 
wouldn’t trip over it. 

Them there was the couple who 
sky dived in wedding attire, the 
barefoot bride on Stinson Beach 
and the woman who got married 
in the middle of a Kansas cor- 
nfield because the groom was a 
farmer. 

Most of the customers live in 
the immediate vicinity. However, 
some brides will come from San 
Francisco and Marin for 
economical reasons. Additional- 
ly, Bridal affair is the only store 
of its kind which allows 
customers to choose from dresses 
hanging on the racks. Other 
stores will provide a catalogue of 
photographs and bring out the re- 
quested dresses from the back 
room, limiting to five try-ons per 
customer. 


Rose advises the girls to try on 
five different styles in order to 
eliminate the ones which won’t 


work. They might like a puffy 


sleeve, an illusion sleeve, a high 
neckline or a dipped waistline. 

Once in a while The Bridal Af- 
fair will get ‘‘fake’’ customers; 
that is, young girls who want to 
play bride for the afternoon. 
They can easily be identified 
because they will arrive in small 
groups and giggle a lot or ask to 
try the headpiece on first instead 
of the gown or they wll appear to 
be about 13 years old. Unless they 
are planning to marry Jerry Lee 
Lewis, this would be a dead 
giveaway.

Paying the social security tax 
and filing the appropriate 
quarterly return are not op- 
tional. Neither your nor the 
employee can elect to forego 


must be accompanied by pay- 
ment of 15.02 percent (7.51 
percent from the employee and 
7.51 percent matching funds 
from the employer) of total 
wages paid in the quarter. The 
employer is liable for the 15.02 
percent even if none is withheld 
from the employee’s wages. 
Here is an exampe of taxable 
and non-taxable wage 
amounts. You hire household 
help and pay $45 in the first 
quarter, $55 in each of the se- 
cond and third quarters and 
$49 in the fourth quarter. Your 
liability for filing the report 
and paying the tax is based on

In our example you 
will be liable for tax in the se- 
cond and third quarters only. 
On the year-end W-2 (wage 
statement) show $204 as total 
wages, but only $110 as wages 
subject to social security. The 
value of food, lodging, 
clothing, bus or subway tokens 
and other non-cash items you 
give to the employee is not sub- 
ject to social security tax. 


The statute of limitations 
does not run when a tax return 
is not filed. In other words, the 
government can assess you for 
all the prior years for which 
you have failed to file a return.

Health care defeated 

Legislation to place on the 

ballot the issue of whether affor- 
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dable access to health care should 
be a right of all Californians has 
been defeated on the Assembly 
floor by a 43-32 vote. 

Although ACA 60 (Hauser) 
probably will not be considered 
again in this legislative, session 
the issue will continue as a top 
priority item until ameans is 
found to provide coverage for the 
22 percent of Californians who 
are uninsured. 

This population represents ap- 
proximately 5 million citizens and 
another 2 million to 3 million il- 
legal aliens. More than 52 percent 
of them are working, with 40 per- 
cent working full-time all year. 
Many are self-empooyes. Forty- 
four percent earn less than 1,4 
times the federal poverty level; 25 
percent had incomes three times 
or greater than the federal pover- 
ty level. 

As long as these people stay 
healthy, they are productive, tax- 
paying citizens. When they incur 
catastrophic medical costs due to 


illness or injury, they become 


medically indigent and the cost of 
the care is picked up by the state 
through Medi-Cal or the counties’ 
medically indigent programs. 


Tax increases 

ACA 60 sought to ensure 
universal health coverage by hav- 
ing the electorate require the 
legislature to enact legislation 
within two years of the effective 
date of the amendment to in- 
stitute a program that provides 
affordable access to health care 
for all California residents. What 
services would be covered, what 
restrictions can and cannot be us- 
ed in designing the plan and sug- 
gested ways to fund the program 
(including increased taxes on in- 
come, payroll, alcohol, tobacco, 
sales, severance and services) were 
all spelled out in the proposal. 
Appropriations made under this 
proposal would have been exempt 
from the Gann spending limit. 


Too expensive 
The California Chamber op- 
posed ACA 60 for the following 
reasons: 
@ The proposed plan would 
have been prohibitively expen- 
sive. ACA 60 mandated coverage 
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for many services that are not 
covered under current group 
plans, i.e., preventive services, 


mental health, long-term care and 
all outpatient services determined 
necessary by a licensed health care 
professional. The last require- 
ment to cover all services deter- 
mined necessary by a license 
health care professional means 
open-ended coverage for 
chiropractors, acupuncturists, 
mental health providers, 
podiatrists, etc. 


@ Cost containment efforts 
would have been severely 
restricted. The guidelines in ACA 
60 called for chioice among pro- 
viders. This eliminates 
prenegotiated rate contracts with 
groups of providers. If patients 
cannot be channeled to certain 
providers, there is no incentive 
for them to be cost conscious or 
to negotiate lower rates. The bill 
further required containing costs 
through effective methods that do 
not create barriers to needed care 
or to attracting people into the 
health care professions and 
fostering competition where it 
does not contribute to inequities 
and inappropriate utilization of 
resources. These are very subjec- 
tive statements. What constitutes 
a “‘barrier’’ or why people choose 
not to go into a medical profes- 
sion, etc., are subject to wide in- 
terpretation. Any attempts by the 
legislature to try to contan costs 
in the proposed plan will pro- 
bably be met by expensive 
litigation. 


Legislative hands tied 

Medical costs continue to rise 
at twice the rate of inflation. 
Most employers experienced 20 to 
30 percent premium increases or 
more this year. There is no reason 
to believe that the plan adopted 
under ACA 60 would escape these 
increases. However, with the 
legislature’s hands virtually tied 
over implementing any types of 
effective cost contanment 
strategies or reductionin benefits, 
the only avenue left when the 
planruns into financial difficulties 
is to increase taxes. 

Everyone agrees that coverage 
for the kuninsured is necessary. 
The Chamber does not believe, 
however, that providing a more 
generous and expensive plan than 
the other 78 percent of the 
population currently has is the 
best solution.

A project is underway to 
design new software for the 
system, but is ‘‘way behind 
schedule and tremendously over 
budget,’’ said Abelson. The pro- 
ject was scheduled to cost six or 
seven million dollars, and it now 
is projected to cost $36 million. 
“We are reaching a point pretty 
soon where we’re going to have to 
say, ‘Either get the project done 
or we’re going to have to scrap it.’ 
There are other alternatives 
available.”’ 

One system in Vancouver 
works well on a single line, but 
they are not sure how it would 
work on a complex system like 
BART. 

Extensions to the system have 
been proposed near the San Fran- 
cisco Airport, the Pittsburg area, 
Dublin, and Warm Springs, just 
south of Fremont. A sales tax in- 
crease has passed in San 
County providing $200 


BART to for constructing 

sions. The money to build the line 
down to the SF Airport will pro- 
bably come from San Mateo 
County as well as from federal 
and state sources, according to 
Abeslon. 

Abelson said that some feel San 
Mateo and Marin counties should 
have to pay even more to buy into 
the BART system, 20 years after 
the major costs have been paid by 
the original three counties. But 
Ablson feels it is a good 
compromise. 

The first phase of new con- 
struction will be the Colma Sta- 
tion, then the airport. The Dublin 
extension will be paid from a tax 
passed in Alameda County. Sta- 
tions planned for north Concord 
and Pleasant Hill would be fund- 
ed by a Contra Costa County 
sales tax initiative, if approved. 

Abelson sees BART as a way 
for the Bay Area to avoid becom- 
ing an urban wasteland like Los 
Angeles, and is working to pre- 
vent that from happening. ‘‘If we 
are not going to turn ourselves in- 
to another LA, we must have a 
good transportation system so 
that, at least, we can get more 
poeple out of their cars.’’

combined — are limited to no 
more than a 1 percent pie of ac- 
tual property values. Albany’s cut 
translates to about .25 percent. 

The reduced property tax 
revenues, Salomon says, has forc- 
ed cities such as Albany to cut 
back. ‘Initially, and still on an 
on-going basis, there is more ef- 
fort (by cities) towards efficiency. 
Prop. 13 has forced local govern- 
ments to look harder at their ex- 
penditures,’’ said Salomon. 

But critics say local cities are 
not looking hard enough. Citizens 
in Albany and El Cerrito say their 
cities are wasting too much 
money on unneeded programs or 
hiring too many expensive 
consultants. 

City officials argue otherwise. 

While cities are looking harder 
at expenses, city officials say they 
are also more closely examining 
other sources of city in- 
come — and trying to get them 
wherever they can. 

Increased business license fees 
in Albany and El Cerrito, for ex- 
ample, have picked up some of 
the slack in revenues. The year 
before Prop. 13, Albany collected 
$61,000 in business license fees; 
this amount now totals $201,000. 


In El Cerrito fees more than 
doubled: from about $50 per 
business, before Prop. 13, to 


$100, the year after voters ap- 
proved the measure. 

Income from development fees 
has also risen substantially. Dur- 
ing the 1978-79 fiscal year, for ex- 
ample, Albany collected $715 for 
development-related fees; income 
from this source is now over 


$27,000. 
Both Salomon and Brown cau- 
tion, however, that revenues 


received today and those received 
ten years ago are not directly 
comparable because of inflation. 
The inflation rates from 1977 to 
1988 has added-up to more than 
96 percent, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


Cities have received assistance 
from federal, state and county 
governments to compensate for 
the loss in property tax revenues, 
as well. But competition for 
government grants has been keen, 


according to Salomon and 
Brown. 

“It’s getting harder and 
harder,’’ said Salomon, at- 


tributing the difficulty to cuts in 
federal and state spending by the 
Reagan and Deukmejian 
administrations. 

Local cities took advantage of 
grants, but could not rely too 
heavily on them, says Brown. 
“‘There was a lot of creative 
management in trying to use a 
whole lot of programs,’’ he said. 
“But a whole lot of them were 
transitory. Some of them were 
permanent, some of them 
weren’t.’” 

Brown says it’s been a political 
contest each year for funding. He 
calls the competition for grant 
money the ‘‘game of 
grantsmanship.”’ 


Albany has had a number of 
successes in this so called ‘‘grant- 
smanship.’’ The state recently 
awarded Albany more than 
$671,000 for the city’s sewer 
reconstruction projects, more 
than the city had expected. 


The state also awarded finan- 
cially strapped cities with bail-out 
money during the early years of 
Prop. 13. El Cerrito received 
about $500,000 each fiscal year 
between 1978-1980. The state had 
multi-billion dollar surpluses dur- 
ing those years, which it 
distributed to ‘‘needy”’ cities. The 
state legislature also helped cities 
cope by allowing gas tax revenues 
to be used for cities’ in-house 
labor costs on maintanence 
programs. 


According to city officials, tax- 
payers are finding out that their 
“tax revolt’’ is turning out to be a

financial boomerang, as local 
residents pay more for city ser- 
vices and recreational facilities, 
Albany recently increased sewer 
fees by 15 percent, and will in- 
crease them by 15 percent again 
each year for the next four years, 
to pay for sewer maintanence 
programs. 


Recreational facilities such as 
tennis courts used to be available 
to everybody for free, Brown 
says. But now tennis courts have 
become part of the ‘‘catch-as- 
catch-can’’ attitude adopted by 
local cities. El] Cerrito rents out its 
courts to private clubs to raise 
revenue to pay for the courts’ 
maintenance. Albany is consider- 
ing a similar program for its 
courts. 


According to Brown, Prop. 13 
“‘has created a new relationship 
between cities and its residents. 
...Clearly, citizens have to pick up 
more responsibility in picking up 
the costs of services.’ 


One way local residents are ab- 
sorbing costs for city services and 
programs is benefit assessments, 
which the city can levy against 
taxpayers without voter consent. 
Both Albany and El Cerrito 
recently created park and lighting 
assessment districts to pay for 
park maintanence programs. 


Some residents say, however, 
that local cities are abusing the in- 
tent of Prop. 13 by creating these 
assessment districts. Three El 
Cerrito councilmembers may face 
recalls for approving a $72 per 
single-family home assessment. El 
Cerrito Finance Director Paul 
Marangella has said that assess- 
ment revenues would free up 
general fund money, which is the 
city’s unrestricted spending 
acount. 


El Cerrito Mayor Pro Tem 
Jean Siri blames Prop. 13 for her 
city’s approval of the assessment 
district. She has been quoted as

Cities are also responding to 
Prop. 13 by asking voters for tax- 
overrides, or parcel taxes. Faced 
with a drastic cut in its property 
tax revenues, Kensington was 
forced to ask voters for a tax 
override, which it got, to pay for 
police and fire department ex- 
penses. Albany is considering a 
similar parcel tax measure

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Beating settlement spurs 
questions, angry defense

EL CERRITO -- A homeless 
man who settled out of court for 
$10,000 in a police violence case is 
getting a painful lesson in legal 
bottom lines. 

Leroy Grigsby, an unemployed 
man of 41, settled for the sum on 
three days after he was found, 
beaten, dirty and wet from having 
been forced to walk into the Bay. 
Two El Cerrito police officers 
were responsible for his fate, 
Grisgby said in a police report fil- 
ed in Richmond, where he regain- 
ed consciousness after the 
beating. 

The morning following the inci- 
dent, a Wednesday, El Cerrito 
police notified District Attorney 
Gary Yancey of the report and 
both agencies met with the of- 
ficers and Grigsby. On Friday, 
Grisgby settled with the city’s 
self-insurance agent for a $10,000 
check, which he cashed the same 
day to buy a used Cadillac. 

Grigsby’s family and the 
NAACP are now complaining 
that the settlement was too hasty. 

“I’m not satisfied with what 
has come to light,’ said Lee 
Howard, president of the 
NAACP’s Richmond chapter. 

Grigsby, whose panhandling is 
well known to Richmond and El 
Cerrito police, was mentally in- 
capable of deciding a fair amount 
to settle for or of managing the 
money, said Howard. 

The agreement, Howard said, 
was made in ‘‘undue haste’’ and 
the $10,000 figure was suggested 
by El Cerrito’s agent, Jake 
O’Malley, claims manager of the 
Contra Costa County Municipal 
Risk Management Insurance 
Authority. 

O’ Malley expressed irritation at 
the suggestion that the settlement 
was rushed, saying Grigsby was 
asked at least six times whether he 
wanted to accept the amount and 
reminded each time that he would 
have no recourse whatsoever, if 


he signed his claim away. Each 
time, Grigsby insisted he wanted 
the money, said O’Malley. 

O’Malley said he also told 
Grigsby that the settlement need 
not be reached in one day. Again, 
at Grigsby’s insistence, they went 
ahead, said O’Malley. Even after 
accompanying Grigsby to Central 
Bank in El Cerrito, O’ Malley fail- 
ed to persuade him to open an ac- 
count with his check, he said. 

In all, O’Malley and another 
adjuster made six stops over three 
and a half hours with Grigsby, 
first to the Department of Motor 
Vehicles, then to the bank, then 
to the Social Security office to 
verify Grigsby’s date of birth and 
obtain identification needed to 
start a bank account. They then 
went to a notary public where 
Grigsby signed a release agreeing 
to make no further claims against 
the city or the officers involved, 
said O’Malley. 

After O’ Malley left the adjuster 
and Grigsby together, Grigsby 
went to a check cashing store in- 
stead of returning to the bank, 
cashed his check and got a lift toa 
used car dealer, where he bought 
the Cadillac. 

Grigsby appeared lucid 
throughout their conversation, 
said O’Malley, although he had 
“visible abrasions about the 
hairline.”’ 

Only after the fourth stop did 
he sign the release, said O’ Malley. 
The release absolutely precludes 
any legal action against the city or 
the individual officers, said 
O’Malley, despite earlier reports 
that a suit against the officers is 
still possible. 

Howard, of the NAACP, did 
not agree that no further action is 
possible, but pledged to leave the 
choice up to Grigsby’s family. 
Grigsby has been unemployed 
and has had psychological pro- 
blems since leaving the Army 19 
years ago, said his mother, Min- 
nie Lee Galloway.

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commissioners) drove by last 
time,’’ Shank said. ‘‘That’s why I 
made the offer.” 

In their initial protest, 
neighbors cited increased 
crowding, loss of privacy and 
sunlight, and a change in the 
character of the neighborhood if 
the addition was approved. The 
commission explained it had little 
jurisdiction over such concerns. 

The revised drawings do afford 
the neighbors more privacy than 
the original plans, according to 
the staff report, which noted that 
windows on the south side would 
be above eye level. 

A dispute over the actual loca- 
tion of the property line on the 
north side was the remaining issue 
to be resolved, the staff report 
said. 

The site plan shows the house 
with a one-foot setback from the 
property line. Shank claims the 
house is actually on the property 
line. The staff report recommend- 


ed having the property line 
surveyed before issuing the 
permit. 


“TI kept saying I won’t be 
satisfied with any addition,’’ 
Shank said, ‘‘but I think it’s in- 
evitable. So I’m just going to 
fight to keep it as far away from 
my property line as I can.” 

The actual property line on the 
other side of Kaku’s property has 
also been questioned by his 
neighbor to the south, who plann- 
ed to renew her concerns before 
the commission.

Whether he can give that con- 
fidence remains to be seen, 
Howard said, adding ‘‘I do not 
hold the department blameless.”’ 

Knight should be prosecuted, 
said Howard, because his inaction 
was “‘against the sworn oath of a 
police officer to prevent a person 
from being attacked illegally, 
regardless of the source.’”

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Auto critic gets his hands greasy 


every state was there with an 
overseeing instructor to enter the 
national run-offs for Trouble 
Shooter of the Year. 

The trouble-shooting contest is 
an open competition for automo- 
tive shop high school students 
across the nation. First they must 
enter and win their regional com- 
petition, then move on to win 
their state championship before 
they earn a spot in the national 
finals. I was there as part of a 
media team which also entered 
the contest. 

Before we all did the hands-on 
section we were required to com- 
plete a 100-question general au- 
tomotive knowledge exam. The 
exam time was 90 minutes, which 
meant you had a little under a 
minute per question. I completed 
the 100 questions just within the

allotted time and managed to 
score an above-average result of 
70 percent. The best media result 
was 94 percent by one of the edi- 
tors of Super Automotive Service 
Magazine. The average student 
result was 88 percent, which on 
the national level was well over 
the average grade. 

Our hands-on challenge was the 
same as the student teams but 
without the pressure to win. We 
aimed simply to have all the faults 
corrected on the vehicle within the 
allotted 90-minute ‘‘fix-it’’ time. 
For the students it was a heady 
race against the clock. 

As none of us had worked on 
the fuel or electrical system of an 
’87 or ’88 Chrysler product, our 
team of three was at a disadvan- 
tage. But we managed to correct 
all the faults and present our ve- 
hicle for inspection ahead of half 
the student teams. We found out 
later the winning student team 
had spent the previous four weeks 
in an intensive training season, 
proving that persistence is at least 
part of the race. 

The contest provided a set of 
hand tools sufficient to do any of 
the jobs required, plus a remote 
starter switch, an inductive timing

light, a continuity light, an OTC 
computer monitor and a Sun elec- 
trical system analyzer. They also 
supplied a line judge who had a 
cardboard box full of spare parts 
that he would only replace if you 
presented him with the correct 
disabled part. 


Female entrants 


The students were the best 
teams each state had to offer, 
with an average age of 17 to 18. 
Apart from the state teams, there 
was a girls team from Idaho Fall, 
Idaho, which had done excep- 
tionally well in the state run-offs. 
The girls were top auto shop stu- 
dents at Idaho Falls High School 
and had graduated with honors. 
Shaun Frazell is now working as a 
service advisor at the local Chrys- 
ler Plymouth dealership and Kir- 
sty Hooper works for the family 
business. The girls managed to 
complete repairs in around 35 
minutes, coming home ahead of 
80 percent of the male teams. 

Each vehicle had been bugged 
with a specific set of problems. 
The faults were listed on a work 
sheet just like a service advisor 
would fill in at a dealership. Ours 
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listed: engine will not start, hood 
dome light not working, and 
wipers inoperative. 

The second two were simple 
enough. The wipers had a blown 
fuse and the engine bay dome 
light was simply but sneakily un- 
plugged in two places. Getting the 
engine running was the greatest 
chore. We found that the positive 
terminal of the battery had been 
wrapped with electrical tape 
which effectively killed the entire 
electrical system. Then we found 
that the fuse for the electric fuel 
pump was blown and a second 
fuse for the starting circuit was 
also blown. We also found several 
wiring harness connectors dis- 
connected. 

Fixing all these got the engine 
to crank and fuel up to the inlet 
on the throttle-body fuel injector. 
It then took us another 10

minutes to diagnose that the inlet 
nipple to the fuel body was 
sealed, after which we discovered 
that the fuel injector was inopera- 
tive as was the throttle position 
sensor. 

With these replaced, we got 
fuel into the engine but in too 
large a quantity. We found an 
O-ring seal missing from the base 
of the fuel injector, replaced it, 
and got the engine running. We 
then set the timing to specifica- 
tions and checked out and reset 
the diagnostic dash computer. 

In our rush to complete the job, 
we managed to lose one screw in 
the grass under the Sundance and 
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left the splash cover off the distri- 
butor. But we had the Sundance 
running like a clock in about 85 
minutes and we completed our as- 
signed tasks of packing up our 
equipment before driving the ve- 
hicle. We lost two points for the 
lost cover and lost screw but 
managed to come in third in the 
media division. 

One of the most interesting as- 
pects, mechanically, was to see 
how much the new fuel injection 
systems utilize computers to do 
their work and how simple and 
effectively the Plymouth fuel in- 
jection system works. 

The student teams certainly got 
into their work with gusto. The 
first team home with a perfect 
score for repair completed their 
work in 22 minutes. 

The winners turned out to be 
the Washington State team of 
Derrick Olheniser and Travis 
Wood from Mountain Lake Ter- 
race High School, coached by 
auto shop instructor Skip Carl- 
son. Their win netted them $5,000 
scholarships and a trophy for 
their high school. 

The awards for the winning 
team did not stop there. Travis 
Wood also won the Lee Iacocca 
Scholastic Achievement Trophy 
for scoring the highest grade on 
the written examination, and as 
part of this award, he received a 
$9,300 scholarship to the Arizona 
Automotive Institute and another 
$5,500 scholarship to MoTech 
College in Livonia, Mich. 

Second place went to the Mis- 
souri team of Brian Hengar and 
Joe West, who received $4,000 
scholarships, with third place go- 
ing to the California team of 
Larry Butler and Wayne Hamp- 
ton from Morro Bay High 
School. They also received similar 
scholarships. 

All around, the Trouble Shoot- 
ing Contest was an excellent dis- 
play of young talent. If you’re 
still in high school and taking 
auto shop, try to enter next year’s 
event. Winning it is only part of a 
great experience that will enrich 
your technical knowledge and en- 
hance your employment qualifi- 
cations.
